To nut an electric car service into 
loperatir.n wouM require the expendi- 
'"'•e of mlMjons of money, 
ft would 


necessitate the changing of the Sev- 
enth street local and the Alameda and 
Berkeley lines to electricity. 


Curs couid leave the mole every two 
or three minutes, giving the people an 
unequaled service. 


While the plan of changing all the 
local lines ito electricity may not be 
put into execution in the immediate 
future, the economy and additiona.1 ad- 
vantages a street car line possesses 
over steam so far as city traffic is con- 
cerned, is an idea that will be held in 
view, especially in event of a compet- 
ing: railroad and ferry system becoming 
a reality. 


The other proposition advanced with 
:i view of giving the public a quicker 
service between 
Oakland 
and 
San 
Francisco 
is building ;i 
circuitous 
track connecting: the Broarhvay mole 
with the Narrow Gauge pier via the 
center of Oakland. 


This would mean a continuous run 


between the two points, expediting 
travel and doing awav with one half 
the delay now causesr by the switching 
and coupling of trains. 


If trains were run on this plan the 
schedule time of twenty minute ser- 
vice could be maintained with ease. 
The scheme carries wth it the rec- 
ommendation of being vastly cheaper 
than the installation of 
an 
electric 
service, and the further recommenda- 
tion that the twenty minute 
service 


could be brought about within a few 
months. 


At all events whatever the ultimate 
outcome may be the agitation of trie 
question of twenty minute service has 
set the Southern Pacific 
officials 
to 


thinking- and it s within the range of 
thinkin.fr and it is within the range of 
possibilities that 1.he metropolis and 
Oakland will be more closelv united in 
the matter of time than ever before 
within a reasonable period

NATURE AIDS IN 


RECLAIMING TIDAL LAND. 


In view of the enorm-ous -work of re- 


claiming the tidal land undertaken by 
the Company it may he interesting to 
note that t'he area between the Narrow 
Gauge Pier and the Broad Gauge Pier 
is slowly being filled in by refuse and 
other matter which is ear.ried into t*">. 
bay. An area of a mile and a half rant 
by one-quarter of a mile -wide (has been 
filled to a de-pth «f from three to four 
feet 
by waste material. The matter 


which 
has been deposited by natural 


means is sufficient in vo'hime to have 
constructed a pier equal in length to 
thu Broad Gauge Pit.r and a. quarter 
of a mile in width. 


The l.-nv tide water mark has been 


shoved out a distance of 300 feet. To 
have produce dthe same res-uit artifi- 
cially 
it 
would have required great 
sums o£ money. Some day the work 
accomplished 'by nature will be utiliz- 
ed, and probably the scene of waste and 
water of today will 'be transformed in- 
to one of hustling- activity tonrarrow.
